BOOKS OF THE WEEE. 

Tho Soventh and Eighth Volumes of Rroudo's * History 
of England," republished by Charlos Scribner & Co., de- 
scribes tho reign of Quecn Elizaboth from its commence- 
meat in 1593 to the year 1565, closing with an account of 
tho voyages of John Hawkins in tho slovo Wade. ‘Tho 
rationals of this traffic is tersely etated in one of Mr. 
Frondo's crisp acntences which read like on opothogm. 
“Tho European Grat converted tho negro into a caraz0, 
ond thon made uso of bis brutality as en excuse for plung- 
ing bim Into slavery.” Mr. Froude continues the stroin 
of enlogy with which ho has treated tho houso of Tudor in 
his provious volumes, end in many respects oxhibits the 
character of Elizoboth in 9 mow ond favorable light. In 
regard to the position of Mary Stuart, which has called 
forth euch vehoment controversy and such oxclted parti- 
eonsbip, Mr. Froudo takes strong ground against tho 
Queen of Scots, Io conducts tho discussion with ainga- 
lar acntences, and fortifica his vlews hy o coureo of in- 
enious argument, Which ie nouo tho less forcible, for 
fcing ivdircct, ‘Tho volumes, liko thoze vrhich have pre- 
ceded thom, abound in short, sharp-out skotches, which 
resont a life-lko image of the personages of the history. 
How much moro, for example, fs told of John Knoz, fn 
tue mipjaturo of tho stern Scottish Calvinist thos 13 
usually dono in tho most labored portralt, Tho northern 
reformers eaw in their Brat study of tho Old Testament 
tho eatltype of thoir own history: | Thoy coustrued It 
ally the order to keep no torms with {dol worship, and in 
toleration or conformity they found tha rock on which 
tho chosen people bad modo shipwreck. Tonctrated to 
tho heart with this conviction, John Knox becamo thus 
tho represontative of all that was best in 6 and, Ho 
woe no narrow fanatio who, ina world in which God's 
grace wos equally tisible ina thonsind eresda, could aco 
truth and goodnees nomhero bat in bis own formula. Ho 
was a lorge, noble, generous man, with s sbrewd percep 
tlon ofactunl fact, who found hinicelf face to Tuco with a 
aystom'of Lidcous iniquity, Ho belioved himsolf a prophet 
With o direct comwlesion from heaven to overthrow it, and 
his return to Scotland becamo the signal theroforo for tho 
renewal of the struggle.” ‘The preacnt volumes, althooch 
coutiauing the history from tho former sorles without {n- 
terruption, form in fact the commencement of a now work, 
ns tho nececsion of Ellznbeth fs the commencomont of a 
now epooh in the history of tho Reformation, 

The Fourth Edition of "Dios Irm in Thirteen Original 
“Vorsions," by Abraham Coles, M.D.,is published by D 
Appleton & Co. Although as a Protestaut ond a yotary of 
physical actonce, tho author of this volumo might bo pre- 
sumed to cherish but little sympathy with tho devotional

Biswnrok may hear tho Te D 
without concerning himself as to tho next bullet 
from Saxony. Napoleon may listen to the Glorin in 
Excelsis in tho Cuthedral of Onr Laiy without on 
emotion, except what may bo cuggosted by Mosi 
Even from Mexico he: can have little to anuoy him, 
sinco Mr. Seward has ghurged himself with protecting 
tho eaglos of the Empire. Rassin is busy with wed- 
ding revels. England, in tho throes of Reform, 
ovgles hideous Jamaica Leforo the eyes of Joha 
Bright and Iroland, and takes her plum-pudding not 
without wrath and threatening. Tho Pope will watt 
tho incenso before the altar whero Peter is eupposed 
to have Kuclt, and give the Uessing of Peter to thon- 
sands of Romaus, who. most probably are preparing 
to draw swords upon His Holicess tho monwut tho 
on at Florence.

‘We can think of nothing moro coufort- 
ing for a Christmas morning meditntion than this 
great politionl triamp, especially a3 it brings Lope to 
millions to whom hopo bas beon donied for many. 
generations, Let us be resolute to do justive to tho 
raco which war las maie free, aud which only o 
opportunity. Whatis peace to us without-good will 
to our brothora? and what right beve we to'come into 
God's presence and rejoico over his many blessings 
while millions of others, degraded and oppr by 
onr ofimes, are under a grievous yoke? For while re- 
signing the protection—the bsrtacoon and burn-yard 
protection of Slarery—which meant at least raimout 
and sbolter ond much revelry on Christus, thoy aru 
provonted from protecting themselves, frown geing un- 
restrained to their destiny. We thanked God that ho 
had givon us etrongth to accomplish Emancipation 
npon Inst Christmas Day. Let us so act that we may 
thank Him upoi tho next that we kaye accomplished 
Justice, z 

‘And yot, to come from these concerns to others 
moro personal and domestic, this Clifstunas Day is 
‘one of peace, and wo trust that peace will rest upon 
all, ‘Choro is nothing more beautiful thau the Lomo 
lifo (hat Christmas dovelops; the out-eropping of all 
that is good withia us+cbarity and pntiouce. Thon it 
sooma truly, uso great thinker oxpresses it, as if tho 
world were bathed with love as with @ fino etuer. 
How absolute manhood becomes; how little ro- 
mains of Casto and Sham and Prejudice and Pov- 
erty! Thore is as much foy in the hovel a in 
the pslace, aa much loro over the conrmo pnd- 
ding, not rich in plums, but wealthy with molasses, 
and the one poor bird whoxe years might have 
carned 8 botter fate, as over tho dainticst ban- 
qnet that woalth and taste cau provide. Oa this 
day Love is ono with Homanity. Tho yory eadnoss 
that might bo ours is forgotten in tho universal joy. 
Mon moy moura for tho fair brows that may never 
moro bo kissed, women may weep for men who sail 
upon the seas, Thero may be those whom fate 
hag - covered with peculiar sorrow, who wait 
in pationco, and ceo in tho burning coals pictnres of 
alife that {3 to como; wifelinose, aud loving hands, 
and children rising to call thom blossod—the cona0- 
oration and sacrament of humanity—beyond ond 
above all, as a crown and sweet possession. To those, 
to evory ono, this CLristmas eesson comes with rare 
fullness, and tondornoss, and strength,

THE FREEDMEN’S BUREAU, 

Gon, Howard's letter to the Prosident in reply to 
(ho charges against the Freodmen's Bureau by Gens. 
Steedman and Fullerton, is as able and intoresting a3 
any dovument could bo which had to be oeoepied with 
answers to absurd and trivial accnantions. 

After Mir. Johuson bad quarreled with the country, 
he thongbt it necessary to make his quarrel good by 
domoustrating that tho Frocdmen'a Baroan was su- 
perflucus. Messrs. Steedman and Fullerton wore 
sont on a tonr through the South, nominally to report 
on the condition of the Buran, really to enpply facts 
or statumneuts iu aupport of a conclusion dotermincd 
upon before the start.
